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Politicians look east for natural gas customers

ANCHORAGE, Alaska — A delegation of Alaska political figures is just back from a trip to 
China. Their mission was to find out if there's a market for Alaska natural gas in the Far 
East. 

They say they'll use what they found out to put pressure on Gov. Sarah Palin in the 
upcoming battle over the gas pipeline project. 

The group included former Gov. Wally Hickel and House Speaker John Harris, who says the 
trip convinced him even more that an all-Alaska gas line is the best choice. 

"Alaskans would benefit more by that, by being able to sell their gas to those folks at a 
higher price than we could sell it to the United States," Harris said. 

The Alaska political figures met in Beijing with leaders of China's giant energy company 
Sinopec and in Tokyo with representatives of Mitsubishi Corporation, Tokyo Electric and 
Tokyo Gas. 

Harris says the message was the same at each stop — the Far East is clamoring for Alaska 
natural gas . 

"We came away with the feeling, and I think they're gonna be writing it down in a letter 
to the governor, that they would take all the gas we could provide as soon as we could 
provide it in the form of liquefied natural gas, " Harris said. 

Harris says Gov. Hickel hopes to meet with Gov. Palin soon to discuss the China trip and 
to push again for an all-Alaska pipeline project that could ship liquefied gas to domestic 
and foreign markets. 

"Many people voted for this governor based upon the fact they thought she was gonna be an 
advocate for an all-Alaska gas line," Harris said. "That doesn't seem like that's the case

Politicians look east for natural gas customers

ANCHORAGE, Alaska — A delegation of Alaska political figures is just back from a trip to 
China. Their mission was to find out if there's a market for Alaska natural gas in the Far 
East. 

They say they'll use what they found out to put pressure on Gov. Sarah Palin in the 
upcoming battle over the gas pipeline project. 

The group included former Gov. Wally Hickel and House Speaker John Harris, who says the 
trip convinced him even more that an all-Alaska gas line is the best choice. 

"Alaskans would benefit more by that, by being able to sell their gas to those folks at a 
higher price than we could sell it to the United States," Harris said. 

The Alaska political figures met in Beijing with leaders of China's giant energy company 
Sinopec and in Tokyo with representatives of Mitsubishi Corporation, Tokyo Electric and 
Tokyo Gas . 

Harris says the message was the same at each stop — the Far East is clamoring for Alaska 
natural gas. 

"We came away with the feeling, and I think they're gonna be writing it down in a letter 
to the governor, that they would take all the gas we could provide as soon as we could 
provide it in the form of liquefied natural gas, " Harris said. 

Harris says Gov. Hickel hopes to meet with Gov. Palin soon to discuss the China trip and 
to push again for an all-Alaska pipeline project that could ship liquefied gas to domestic 
and foreign markets. 

"Many people voted for this governor based upon the fact they thought she was gonna be an 
advocate for an all-Alaska gas line," Harris said. "That doesn't seem like that's the case 
now. " 

The Palin gas line team says the bid from TransCanada for a pipeline to the Lower 48 was 
the only proposal to meet the requirements of the governor's Alaska Gasline Inducement 
Act, or AGIA. 

"We've said all along that (liquefied natural gas) needs to be looked at closely before we 
can make a decision on the TransCanada license," Revenue Commissioner Patrick Galvin said. 
"It has been a significant part of the analysis." 

Galvin is a member of the governor's gas line team and says the all-Alaska route is still 
being reviewed. 

"We believe that we're taking a look very even-handedly at all issues and we want to make 
sure our decision is one that goes to maximizing the benefits of Alaskans," Galvin said.

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"We're leaving the door open for all options." 

Harris says after making the trip, he believes Alaska's energy future lies in the Far 
East, not across the Canadian prairie. 

"I think a project that goes through Alaska and provides gas for Alaskans and provides 
jobs for Alaskans and not Canadians is the best way to go," he said. "That fight will 
place in another few days . " 

The Palin administration is scheduled to announce next week if it will recommend the 
TransCanada bid. State lawmakers are due back in Juneau for a special session on the gas 
line project early next month.

May 12, 2008 



Recent rapid increases in fuel costs have focused attention on migration and the viability of remote rural 
Alaska communities. This report reviewed existing studies and data sources relating to the economic and 
social viability of remote rural Alaska communities.* We looked for possible linkages between high fuel 
costs and migration. 

Our review indicates the following: 



• Migration from smaller places toward larger places is an ongoing phenomenon that is more 
noticeable when birth rates drop; 

• There is no systematic empirical evidence that fuel prices, by themselves, have been a definitive 
cause of migration; 

• The pursuit of economic and educational opportunities appear to be a predominant cause of 
migration; 

• Currently available survey data are not sufficient to definitively determine other reasons for 
migration, which could include concerns about public safety and/or alcohol abuse; 

• Most of the survey data pre-date the latest rapid increase (2006-2008) in fuel prices. 

We suggest several ways that better data could be collected on community viability and the reasons for 
migration. 

We conclude that fuel costs matter, but they do not seem to be a definitive driver of migration. However, 
because migration appears to be related to earnings, the people who are hardest hit by high fuel costs 
may be least able to afford to move. The problem of high fuel costs is an urgent challenge that needs to 
be addressed, irrespective of the complex effects of fuel prices on migration.

AFN FISH AND WILDLIFE COMMISSION PROPOSAL 

At their May 13 th full board meeting, AFN approved, in concept, a proposal to create a 
federally funded Alaska Native Fish and Wildlife Commission. 

Ahtna CEO Ken John introduced this measure. It now goes to AFN's legislative 
committee for review and more work on the language. 

I requested a copy but was told that AFN is not ready to release it. 

Here are what appear to be some of the basic elements of the proposal: 

• AFN will ask Congress to invoke "constitutional" authority over Native lands. The 
argument: state management of fish and wildlife is detrimental to the subsistence 
way of life. 

• AFN will seek an amendment to the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act to create 
an Alaska Native Fish and Wildlife Commission. 

• The Secretary of Interior and Secretary of Agriculture would work with the 
Commission to establish a co-management structure 

• The Commission would be funded by the Interior Department - to provide support 
staff and fish and wildlife monitoring. 

• The Commission would oversee fish and wildlife management on Native 
allotments and Native corporation lands. This includes regional and village 
corporations. 

• Regional and village corporations could opt out - or restrict use of their lands. 

• Initially, the Secretary of Interior would help to negotiate a co-management 
structure. Regional advisory councils would be part of this process. The state 
would be invited as a non-voting member. 

• One a co-management structure is set up, a commission would be appointed, with 
one member from each of the 12 ANCSA regions. 

• Under ANCSA, Native corporations received about 46 million acres - so 
combined with Federal land, this would remove a lot of land out of state control 

Spoke with Ken Johns during a break. He said in the Ahtna region alone, his proposal 
would move about 2 million acres out of state control. 

Johns said this proposal was born out of frustration over the state's handling of Nelchina 
moose and caribou hunts. He opposes ADF&G's income limits on Tier II Subsistence 
permits. 

During the meeting, other AFN Board members voiced support, citing: 

• Frustration over ADF&G enforcement 
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• Claims that subsistence hunters are harassed by Fish and Wildlife Protection Officers 

• Fees for permits that, with the high cost of fuel, have become increasingly burdensome. 

What kind of legs this proposal will get remains to be seen, but it will no doubt increase 
pressure on ADF&G.

Mr. Kenneth Carlin, my uncle, and mother's brother, who lives in Wasilla does not have 
email access, so he suggested that my mother (Jackie Simonelli) and I email you regarding 
treatment for your son Trig, who was diagnosed with Down's Syndrome. I'm Tony Simonelli, 
Mr. Carlin' s nephew, who found out about your son in a recent article in the Washington 
Post dated May 10th entitled "What Is Normal and What is Perfect: Governor, Mom Talks 
About Son." 
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My mother, Jackie, and I wanted to pass along some information about treatment for Down's 
Syndrome that we think would be beneficial for Trig. It's about the Institutes for the 
Achievement of Human Potential (IAHP) which is a non-profit organization in Philadelphia, 
PA. IAHP has had great success treating brain-injured children - including children with 
Down's Syndrome. I was on IAHP's Program and it greatly improved my cerebral palsy and 
vision problems . 

Here is some background on IAHP. It was started by Glenn Doman in 1955. The Institutes 
teaches parents how to treat their children at home. Children are evaluated at IAHP in 
Philadelphia, and a complete program of neurological organization is designed for the 
family and the brain- injured child. The family is taught about the program and returns 
home to carry out the program on the brain-injured child. The goal of the program is to 
give each child a fighting chance to be well (have normal age-related neurological 
function) no matter how severely the child may be brain-injured. For a more complete 
background I highly recommend reading the book: 



What To Do About Your Brain-injured Child: Or Your Brain-damaged, Mentally Retarded, 
Mentally Deficient, Cerebral-Palsied, Epileptic, Autistic, Athetoid, Hyperactive, 
Attention Deficit Disorder (Pub. 2005, by Glenn Doman.) It's out in both hardcover and 
paperback, and it's available in most bookstores and Amazon.com .

(The following is from my mother, Jackie Simonelli} - 



[Dear Governor Palin: 



I would like to add how and why we used the program of IAHP. Our son, Tony, was born 2 
1/2 months premature and his lungs were not fully developed (lacked surfactant) in what is 
called medically Hyaline Membrane disease {which is what the John F- Kennedy baby had but 
died). Drs. said the surfactant would kick in, in 72 hours and he would be okay, but he 
took a big breath on his second day and blew a hole in his right lung which caused loss of 
oxygen to his brain at that time (hypoxia). He weighed 4 lb. 5 oz. which helped but, Tony 
had to stay in the hospital for 2 months before we could bring him home. This loss of 
oxygen to his brain caused him vision problems plus cerebral palsy. When Tony started to 
crawl, we noticed he would drag his right leg, plus his eyes were crossed (strabismus). I 
met a woman whose son was on the IAHP program and she suggested I write them about Tony's 
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birth history. IAHP wrote back and suggested we come to Philadelphia for a consultation. 
We did and 



the rest is history - Tony was on their program for approx. 3 *4 years and improved with 
each year (in grade school he played little league baseball, soccer, and basketball (not 
the best player, but he loved it none the less.} He is now 32 years old, went to U.C. 
Berkeley as a Chancellor' s Scholar, graduated Phi Beta Kappa, Magma Cum Laude, and with 
Highest Honors in Political Science. He went on to U.C. Berkeley School of Law (Boalt) 
and graduated in the top third of his class of 350 law students.

' Dear Gov. Palin, 



I want to thank you for your efforts to return Alaska to the days when "statesmen", not 
"bring home the bacon" politicians served Alaska (as opposed to themselves.) This is 
particularly important during times of plenty, and I commend you. Not since Sen. Alriss 
Sturgulewski told me twenty years ago (back when I was Skagway Mayor) that she almost 
regretted Alaska's oil wealth because it had destroyed political cooperation, have I heard 
one of our prominent elected officials express such common-sense fiscal prudence. In 
particular, I applaud your attempts to restrict capital fund expenditures to projects that 
address statewide, not just local, problems. Plus, I appreciate your attempts to use 
current, probably short-lived, income surpluses to address Alaska's future fiscal 
operating obligations. 

So, I was greatly pleased to read in a recent Juneau Empire article that your office was 
quoted, as follows, regarding the Juneau Access Road: "It does not make sense to go out to 
bid for part of a road when there is pending litigation and the outcome of that litigation 
could change the whole scope of the project or not allow it at all." Even ignoring the 
potential litigation, I believe that you fully appreciate the imprudence of starting a 
costly project before funding is fully in-hand. In. this case, substantial financial 
resources would be diverted from other Alaskan projects for several years in order to 
construct a parallel, transportation system with a very dubious cost/benefit ratio. As 
the owner of an investment advisory business, I can say with complete confidence that if a 
fraction of the necessary construction costs were placed into a Transportation Endowment 
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Fund, the earnings alone would be sufficient to pay for the plane and ferry tickets for 
all travelers in Upper Lyn 

n Canal for many decades . 

Again, I applaud your fiscal restraint and your prudence in not committing to this road 
project. However, I also hope that you understand that transportation is indeed an 
important issue in Juneau. I travel monthly between Juneau, and Skagway and certainly 
welcome a fast, reliable option. I am very pleased that your administration has taken 
some good, initial steps to improve ferry scheduling. In my opinion, regularly scheduled, 
fast ferries in North Lynn Canal would satisfy nearly everyone's traveling needs. The 
main opposition, however, seems to come from DOT/PF itself, not the traveling public. 
That opposition would largely disappear, if only the Marine Highway System did not 
comprise so much of their State-funded operating budget. Therefore, in the interest of 
leveling the playing field at DOT/PF, I ask that you lobby our federal delegation to allow 
the Alaska Marine Highway System to utilize federal highway capital and operational funds 
according to the same formulas availa 

ble for regular highway systems. If successful, you could upgrade and operate the Alaska 
Marine Highway System using federal funds, and more easily and fairly weigh such upgrades 
against other transportation projects of statewide interest. Let's take departmental, 
budgetary politics out of such decisions. 

Keep up the good work.

1. STEEL DYNAMICS' OMNISOURCE TO BUY RECYCLE SOUTH LLC FOR 
$505 MILLION 

Steel Dynamics Inc. subsidiary OmniSource Corp. will acquire Recycle South LLC, a 
large, regional scrap metal recycler in Spartanburg, S.C. for about $505 million. 
Under the terms of the transaction, OmniSource, which already owns about 25% of 
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Recycle South, will pay $232 minion in cash to Recycle South shareholders, who 
will also receive 3.938 million shares of Steel Dynamics common stock valued at 
$133 million. OmniSource will also assume certain liabilities, including net debt of 
about $135 million at closing. Recycle South, which employs approximately 600 
people at 19 locations in the Carolirias and Georgia, was formed in August 2007 
through the merger of Carolinas Recycling Group and Atlantic Scrap and 
Processing. Recycle South generated revenues of about $670 million from the 
processing of about 1.4 mil/ion tons of ferrous scrap and 150 million pounds of 
non-ferrous scrap over the 12-month period ending on March 31, 2008. 
OmniSource, which was acquired by Stee! Dynamics in October 2007, processes

I am very sorry that I missed your and Todd's Galena visit today, but it sounds like others in the 
Community have you fully informed. 

I wear 2 hats herein, one as Galena City Manager and the other as the President of the KIYU 
Public Radio Board of Directors. 

I will ask the City Council for an emergency declaration Tuesday night to ask the Governor for 
funding to repair/relocate a portion of Campion Road that was washed out by the Yukon River 
yesterday morning, Mayor Russ Sweetsir declared Campion Road unsafe for travel shortly 
thereafter. 

The road is the City's only access to the City owned and operated landfill, and also the only 
access to the KIYU radio transmitter that runs on a generator, as it is off the City electrical grid.

We will have a major power outage at the Juneau Datacenter on June 1 
between 2 a.m. and 2 p.m. I have spoken with the Acting Chief of Staff for

Your email account has been identified as one that needs to be available during 
this power outage. This outage affects most services housed in or routed 
through the Juneau Datacenter such as email boxes in Juneau and the 
Juneau Wide Area Network (WAN).

The Aiaska Energy Authority announced 28 Energy Plan Town Hail meetings across 
Alaska from Barrow to Ketchikan. Alaskans will hear presentations by teams of 
representatives from AEA, the Alaska Department of Natural Resources, the Alaska 
Department of Commerce, Community and Economic Development, and the Denali 
Commission. 

'I don't need to tell you what today's high energy costs are doing to every single Alaskan," 
said Alaska Energy Coordinator Steve Haagenson, in an open tetter to Alaskans.

ISER Research Matters No. 32 Attracting and Keeping Students at the University of Alaska 
May 19, 2008 

Two new ISER research summaries report on progress the University of Alaska is making in attracting 
and keeping students — and providing them with a good, affordable education. Theodore L, Kassier and 
Alexandra Hill looked at what UA has done toward meeting a number of goals in the past decade, and 
Diane Hirshberg and Diane Erickson interviewed Alaska Native alumni of UAA to find out what UAA could 
do to improve Alaska Native graduation rates. So how is UA doing? The researchers found that it's a 
mixed bag of successes and continuing challenges. 

• UA is attracting a growing share of Alaska's college-bound freshmen, up from 42% in 1996 to 63% 
in 2006. But only about a third of Alaska's high-school students attend college at all, and only 20% 
attend college in-state. 

• Alaska has among the lowest high-school and college graduation rates in the country. Only 27% of 
ail full-time UA students working toward bachelor's degrees get those degrees within six years, 
compared with 56% nationwide. The college-graduation rate is especially low among Alaska Native 
students; only about 10% get bachelor's degrees within six years. 

• Alaska Native graduates of the Anchorage campus cite a number of personal reasons for the low 
graduation rate — including lack of role models, difficulty in paying for college, and feelings of 
dislocation. 

But they also report that staff and faculty provided little help in navigating unfamiliar admission and 
enrollment requirements and didn't provide enough information about the course-level structure, 
prerequisites, and degree requirements. 

• But the Alaska Native graduates also cited several things that helped them succeed, while so 
many others didn't Those include participating in many activities, both in high school and college; 
having support of family, teachers and employers, and — most important — never giving up: being 
determined to succeed, despite any barriers. 

• A UA program that awards four-year scholarships to students who were in the top 10% of their 
high-school classes is drawing about 40% of those top students. Still, many of the incoming 
freshmen at UA can't read, write, or do math at college level, and the school offers thousands of 
hours of remedial courses. 

• Tuition for four-year programs at UA has gone up 56% since 2000. But UA is still a relative bargain 
among four-year programs at public universities, because tuition across the country has gone up 
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74% since 2000. 

• Very high costs to operate UA's remote community campuses are hampering efforts to offer more 
programs and services for rural Alaskans. But UA has doubled the number of distance-education courses it 
offers since 1997.
